Army Concludes AC Maneuvers 


With the conclusion this week of the 
General Headquarters Air Force ex 
ercises in the Eastern United States, the 
Army completes one of its most success 
ful years of peace time maneuvers—a 
year that leaves to the General Staff a 
wealth of data upon which to base recom 
mendations for new organizations, new 
tactics, and new training programs utiliz 
ing to the most matériel which modern 
industrial life has given to national de 
fense, 

The Air Force maneuvers have called 
the attention of the nation to the swift 
concentration and hard hitting powers of 
modern Army aviation. It has demon 
strated its ability to bring planes from 
all over the country and to fly them in 
fighting formation under simulated war 
conditions with the highest factor of 
operating safety (the only damage was 
one bent propeller). From its operations 
will come studies and recommendations 
by its own leaders, later to be reviewed 
by the General Staff in connection with 
the general plan of further strengthening 
air defense and integrating it with the 
other elements of national defense. 

Already the Staff has under study the 
results of the Infantry division maneuy 
ers held in Texas last fall. From that it 
is hoped to devise an Infantry Division 
combining all the compactness, mobility, 
speed and fire power afforded by an age 
of automotive power and automotive 
weapons. The results of these Infantry 
division exercises have been the subject

Leaders Expect Naval 
Selection Bill to Pass 


Despite the short span of life remain 
ing in the present Congress, the stage ap 
peurs to be set for passage of a Navy 
selection reform bill before adjournment 
next month. 

resident Roosevelt, who has been 
closely following the progress of the se 
lection issue in Congress, is looking for 
ward to the passage of a bill this year to 
correct the injustices of the present pro 
motion system and give the Navy a more 
equitable and workable system, He is 
hoping, it is stated, that an agreement 
on a bill can be worked out in Congress 
so that legislation may be submitted for 
his signature before the end of the ses 
sion, expected sometime between June 4 
and 15. 

While the views of Naval leaders in 
the Senate differ considerably from those 
of the House as to remedies to be taken 
in the selection troubles, and the Senate 
committee will probably report next week 
a bill differing in many respects from the 
meusure which passed the House several 
weeks ago, an agreement between the two 
groups in conference is confidently ex 
pected, 

Both Senator Walsh, chairman of the 
Senate committee, and Representative 
Vinson, leader of the House committee, 
are most anxious that a bill be passed 
this year, and Representative Maas, rank 
ing minority member of the House com 
mittee, said yesterday. 

“There will be a bill passed this year, 
You can state that definitely.” 

There are a number of differences be- 
tween the House and the Senate commit, 
tee as revealed during the hearings and 
by individual members, The House favors 
the promotion of all officers of the grades 
of lieutenant, lieutenant commander and 
commander, adjudged fitted, while the 
Senate committee is considering the 
proposition of holding such officers in the 
lower grade or of giving the President 
the authority to limit the number of fitted 
officers who may be employed, The latter 
proposal is sponsored by the Navy De 
partment, and Rear Adm, Adolphus An 
drews, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, said this week that he firmly be 
lieves such a proviso to be necessary. 
While under such authority, a large per 
centage of the fitted officers may be em 
ployed during the next few years and 
thereafter, discretion as to the employ 
ment of such a large group of officers 
should be permitted, the Ohief of the 
Bureau of Navigation declared. 

Rear Admiral Andrews said that he did 
not favor the proposal to keep oflicers 
deemed fitted on active duty in the lower 
stating that it was fur better for 
morale that they be promoted. As to an 
other suggestion advanced before the 
Senate committee—that lieutenants and 
even perhaps lieutenant commanders, not 
adjudged fitted for promotion—be dis 
charged rather than retired, Admiral 
Andrews stated that he opposed such a 
move 

Meanwhile, at the Navy Department,

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The recent speech by Secretary of War Harry Woodring before the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, in which he denounced treaty-breaking and 
aggressor nations and warned that the democracies of the world might some day 
he pushed so far that “a wave of indignation” would make it difficult to keep peace, 
was met with divided editorial comment in the American press and was greeted with 
hostility by Italian newspapers. 


“Secretary Woodring strongly implies that the democratic nations have been too 
peace-loving, that a stronger stand during this period of increasing aggression might 
have brought about more stable conditions,” says the Philadelphia, Pa., Public Ledger. 
“He points out that these nations, from both a military and economic standpoint, are 
much stronger than any combination of aggressor nations, yet, as has been demon- 
strated, ‘potential strength is not enough.’ 

“Ile believes that this strength could be effectively exercised without a resort to 
war, but leaves the plain impression that the risk of war must be taken. At the 
present juncture of affairs, the American people, and to an extent the British and 
French as well, are not willing to take such a risk. That is clearly the answer to 
the question why the dictator and aggressor nations give the appearance of greater 
strength than they possess, the peace-loving nations of less strength than they actually 
have available.” 

The Wilmington, Del., News writes: “Virginio Gayda, Mussolini’s newspaper 
mouthpiece, has as much as threatened the United States with war because of the 
speech delivered by Secretary of War Woodring before the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States last week. Such comments as Mr. Woodring’s he says, cannot 
long continue ‘without provoking most fateful and necessary reactions.’ Since he asked, 
in another editorial a week ago, whether the American people want a war with Italy, 
he must have something of that order in mind, 

“The suggestion is absurd, of course, We don't want to fight anybody, It is 
not even true that Mr. Woodring’s remarks were deliberately ‘hostile and provocative’ 
to Italy. They dealt with all the treaty-breaking nations with a fine impartiality, in 
fact. And their tenor was the simple truth. 

“Perhaps Mr. Gayda sees this very clearly. Since Italy is in Spain up to her 
neck, she would be hurt if the United States were to lift the arms embargo and thus 
encourage the loyalist sympathizers in France and Britain. That, indeed, seems to 
explain his vehemence.”

The St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer-Press comments: “The Duce and the Fuebhrer wij 
do well to take a few moments out from their strenuous festivities in Italy to give 
serious discussion to the words of Secretary of War Woodring. His warning to the 
dictators was that there is a point beyond which even the pacificism of the denweratie 
nations will break down if they continue to be endangered by aggression. 

“This speech was certainly not made on Secretary Woodring’s own responsibility 
Ile was speaking for the government of the United States. That the Secretary of 
War should have been selected to make the speech is significant in itself. Neither js 
it accidental that the warning was delivered during Hitler's visit to Italy. 

“Secretary Woodring warns that there is a limit beyond which this resignation 
in the face of threats will not go. Tle must have intended to notify Hitler, Mussolini 
and Japan that America might be pushed beyond that limit even before some hostile 
fleet were to appear off the Atlantic or the Pacific coust. There is a pacifist movement 
in this country which believes America would or should not fight except in the event 
of actual invasion, but the history of the American people proves that Secretary 
Woodring is right.” 


“In other words,” the Charleston, S. C., Post, “unless the international 
outlaws learn to behave, the peaceable and law abiding nations will join them in 
their misbehavior and the civilization of the world which has been centuries in the 
making will unquestionably be the victim. If the necessity arises, the democracies 
make no pretense of maintaining their identities as such, but will gladly fight fire 
with fire. Whether they like it or not all of the people everywhere would be national- 
ists or fascists. It is an astonishing alternative that democratic leadership offers its 
followers, but apparently the ablest minds can think of no better device.”

Army Concludes AC Maneuvers 

(Continued from First Page) 
of intense study by the officers of the test 
division and by the official observers sent 
there by the War Department. When the 
General Staff’s study is completed it will 
be subject to further study by a board of 
General officers to be appointed by the 
Chief of Staff. 

The Cavalry Division exercises, aimed, 
as were the Infantry’s maneuvers, at a 
more compact, swift, hard hitting unit, 
have been completed and been subject to 
the preliminary scrutiny of a critique on 
the ground. The Division leaders are now 
drafting their detailed reports and recom- 
mendations, which eventually will come 
to the General Staff for its further study 
and integration with the general army 
scheme. 

The Air Force’s exercises will follow 
the same course of intensive study with a 
view to giving it the strongest organiza- 
tion and the best balanced equipment for 
America’s defense. 

One factor which has been of great 
consequence in making this year’s exer- 
cises of greater value than before is the 
increase in enlisted strength. The in- 
crease, while not enormous in itself, was 
devoted principally to the enlargement 
of existing units, with the result that the 
companies and troops were given an in- 
crease of actual working maneuver 
strength amounting in most cases to about 
fifty per cent. This greater strength gave 
the service something more tangible with 
which to work in the field, gave them 
units with which practical maneuvers 
were possible. New weapons, though not 
present in great quantities, could be given 
better tests; larger movements with 
motorized transportation and motorized 
supply were possible. 

On Tuesday of this week, the GHQ Air 
Force concluded five days of maneuvers 
in and around the north central section 
of the Atlantic coast of the United States. 

The most extensive exercises ever con- 
ducted by the Air Force of the Army in 
peacetime, the GHQ maneuvers were de- 
signed to determine the vulnerability of 
the eastern section of the United States, 
housing its great industrial centers and 
military material facilities, to attack by 
“a coalition of European powers.” 

From the inception of the maneuvers, 
the prime idea was to determine the abil- 
ity of the three wings of the GHQ Air 
Force to concentrate to defend a threat- 
ened portion of the nation. Earlier maneu- 
vers by the Second Wing in Florida had 
determined the feasibility of operation of 
pursuit, combat and bombing squadrons 
at advanced bases, dependent upon com- 
mercial fuel supplies and temporary field 
facilities. 

Progressing through the stages of con- 
centration, which saw the GHQ Air Force 
in entirety transported by air from far 
removed sectors to the scene of opera- 
tions, the Air Corps maneuvers pro- 
gressed through the preliminary stages 
and reached the climax when a bombing 
attack was centered on Farmingdale, 
Long Island, site of two aircraft factories. 

The entire maneuvers were carried out 
without serious accident and reflect great 
credit upon the organization and person- 
nel of the GHQ Air Force. Ground troops 
participated in the exercises, anti-air- 
craft units being stationed in and around 
the area to assist in the realistic por- 
trayal of the problem. 

Although the critique will not be made 
public for several weeks, one factor is 





evident. The GHQ Air Force can con- 
centrate within 48 hours to protect any 
threatened section of the country. 
Trained observers on the scene noted 
that the maneuvers displayed a need by 
the Army for additional “flying for- 
tresses,” and that a great deal of educa- 
tional work can still be done to acquaint 
civilian populations with the factors that 
will have to be dealt with in time of war. 


Secretary Johnson Speaks 


A warning that the United States must 
be strong lest “international aggressors” 
in Europe and the Far East stretch “their 
covetous hands” toward the Americas, 
was sounded this week by Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Louis A. Johnson. 

Speaking before the Poor Richard Club 
of Philadelphia, May 17, Mr. Johnson de- 
clared that while the United States was 
better prepared today than ever before in 
history as the result of increases pro- 
vided in the past five years, the defense 
program is but half completed and that 
until it is, the United States will not be 
fully competent to defend our shores 
against invasion. 

“In the Far East,” Secretary Johnson 
said, “engines rumble, caissons roll and 
cannon roar, while three hundred and 
seventy million peace-loving men and wo- 
men, who had depended for their security 
on international good will alone, have 
become victims of aggression. In FEast- 
ern Europe, hymns of hate and persecu- 
tion and threats of force and revenge echo 
and reecho, while small states and many 
millions of their minority peoples are 
threatened with death or extinction. Be- 
cause they are too few to fight or too weak 
to resist a strong aggressor, they may be 
marked for absorption. 

“Not content with schemes of expan- 
sion on their own continents, some of 
these international aggressors may well 
be stretching out their covetous hands to- 
ward the Americas. A chronicle of the 
past few years of international aggres- 
sions portends their imperialistic designs. 

“It seems to proclaim that in the world 
of today the desire for peace is no guar- 
antee of peace. The victims of aggression 
wanted nothing more than peace. They 
begged for peace. They hoped for peace. 
Their wishes, their prayers and their 
hopes were not enough. When aggressor 
nations, armed with a big stick, are bent 
on a policy of absorbing the weak and 
the small by sheer superior force, those 
who love and want peace must be pre- 
pared to fight for peace. They must real- 
ize that love of peace will not replace ade- 
quate defense plans, commensurate 
means and thorough training. 

“Let me say that although our Army is 
better prepared than ever before in its 
history, it is not completely ready to take 
the field in defense of America. We ap- 
preciate what Congress and the Adminis- 
tration have done in the past four years 
to improve our defense. It is fair to say 
that fifty per cent of the Army’s defen- 
sive program is finished but there is still 
another fifty per cent that remains to be 
completed before we can feel fully com- 
petent to defend our shores against in- 
vasion.”

Navy Asks for More Ships 

With the naval expansion authoriza- 
tion act now law, the Navy Department 
‘is speeding plans for building up the Na- 
tion’s sea defenses, 

Funds are being requested for the con- 
struction of 12 additional naval vessels, 
a three million cubie foot dirigible and 
experimentation in small patrol vessels. 
Proposed for inclusion in the Deficiency 
appropriation bill are one 20,000 ton air- 
craft carrier, two light cruisers, a large 
seaplane tender, two small seaplane 
tenders, a minelayer, a minesweeper, two 
oil tankers, two fleet tugs, the airchip and 
the “mosquito boat” fund, The ships are 
authorized by the act signed by the Presi- 
dent, May 17, permitting a 20 per cent 
increase in the Naval strength. 

Also proposed for inclusion in the De- 
ficiency bill are two battleships author- 
ized by the Vinson-Trammell Act. The 
deficiency bill program is supplemental to 
the regular 1938-39 building program for 
which funds were appropriated for in the 
regular naval supply act. 


Trial of Army Officer 

A general court-martial meeting at 
Governors Island, N. Y., trying Capt. 
Herbert L. Berry, QMC, USA, on charges 
of violation of the 93rd and 96th Articles 
of War, was adjourned May 17. The War 
Department, here, said that it had not 
received word of the finding of the court.

Legislation increasing from $75,000 to

Gen. George W. Goethals, 
USA, was passed by Congress this week. 

llouse approval of the bill was obtained 
after Representative Bland, D. of Va., ex- 
plained its terms as follows: 

I may say to the gentleman the commission 
determined the character of the memorial, and 
after it reported to the President he approved 
the particular memorial that is to be erected. 
It is at the mole at the entrance to the Canal 
Zone, at Cristobal. It was found that after 
constructing this mole there was left only 
about $10,000. The President himself has been 
very greatly interested in getting through at 
this time this bill providing for an increased 
amount, and has taken the matter up with me, 
as has General Pershing. This is the mini- 
mum amount with which it is believed the 
memorial can be erected, 

May I say further that this is not a monu- 
ment to General Goethals alone. A marble 
shaft is to be erected, I call attention to the 
language of Senator Sheppard, to the effect 
that this memorial is to be not only in honor 
of the builder of the Canal, but a tribute to 
the entire organization which performed this 
gigantic feat of construction. The statement 
was made in a report to the President by 
General Pershing that the memorial “must be 
dignified and impressive; and such dignity 
and impressiveness cannot be obtained with- 
in the sum fixed,” referring to the amount of 
$75,000 fixed in the existing legislation. 





General Krueger Assigned

Army to Handle '63 Reunion 

Upon the Army will fall the major 
part of the arrangements and the care of 
veterans at the observation of the 75th 
anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg. 
Observance of the anniversary June 29 
to July 6, featuring a reunion of Union 
and Confederate veterans, was authorized 
by an Act of Congress passed this week. 

Secretary of War Woodring heads the 
Federal Commission appointed to conduct 
the observance in cooperation with a 
similar commission from the State of 
Pennsylvania. Maj. Gen, Henry Gibbins, 
Quartermaster General of the Army has 
been named Executive Officer of the Com- 
mission, Other members are: Governor 
Hugh White of Mississippi, Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey of Pennsylvania, Repre- 
sentative Harry H. Haines of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Representative Marvin Jones 
of Texas. 

The veterans will attend the reunion as 
guests of the United States government. 
The law approved by the President pro- 
vides that expenses of all veterans of 
either side in the Civil War from their 
homes to Gettysburg and return, as well 
as all expenses at the battlefield during 
the period of the reunion will be defrayed 
by the government. In addition, the 
government will pay all expenses of an 
attendant for each veteran. 

While plans for the observance have 
not yet been worked out, it is expected 
that the Army will house and feed the 
veterans during the reunion, and arrange 
for their transportation to and from 
Gettysburg. Troops from Ft. Meade, Md. 
will probably have the task of setting up 
tents and field kitchens, while the medical 
care of the oldsters will be in the hands 
of the Medical Regiment at Carlisle Bar- 
racks, Pa, Other troops from Ft. Meade 
are expected to put on a demonstration 
during the reunion, The President will 
speak at Gettysburg, July 3. 

Under General Gibbins, Col. John T. 
Harris, QMC, USA, whose Memorial 
Branch, Quartermaster General's Office, 
handled so efficiently the transportation 
of thé-Gold Star Mothers to France, will 
have charge of arrangements. Maj. Gen. 
Frederick W. Boschen, Chief of Finance 
of the Army, will handle the finances of 
the observance. 

Under the act just signed by the Presi- 
dent the commission is authorized to in- 
vite in the name of the United States, 
all surviving veterans, both Union and 
Confederate, of the War of 1861-1865. 
Tentative invitations have already been 
extended to several thousand veterans 
whose names and addresses were secured 
from pension rolls and from various pa- 
triotic organizations. Some 1600 accept- 
ances have been received. It is estimated 
that about 10,000 Union and Confederate 
veterans are now alive. Of this number 
about 5,000 are expected to accept the 
invitation to go to Gettysburg. Though 
the average age of the veterans is esti- 
mated to be 94, most of those accepting 
the invitation have written enthusiasti- 
cally of their plans for the trip. 

On account of the short time in which 
to complete the detailed arrangements, 
the commission is anxious té get in touch 
as quickly as possible with all surviving 
veterans. The Veterans Bureau has pro- 
vided the commission with a list of Union 
Veterans who are now on the pension rolls 
and invitations are being sent to each. 
However, the pension rolls are limited to 
veterans of more than 90 days’ service, 
whereas the law authorizes the commis- 
sion to invite all veterans no matter how 
brief their service. The commission will 
greatly appreciate it if citizens will for- 
ward to the Department the names and 
addresses of surviving Veterans.

Funds for War Department 


Declaring that the construction of a 
new War Department building was of 
equal importance to the National Defense 
increases proposed by the President in 
his special armaments message last 
January, the Administration this week 
asked Congress to appropriate $3,000,000 
to begin work on the project. 

The proposal was contained in a list of 
supplemental budget estimates trans- 
mitted for inclusion in the Deficiency 
Supply Bill, hearings on which are al- 
ready underway in the House Appro- 
priations Committee. The three million 
dollars would be used to purchase the 
site contempiated—the area bounded by 
21st and 23rd and C and FE streets in 
Washington, close to the present Muni- 
tions Building—and to start work on the 
first building unit. The limit of cost on 
the work is $10,815,000, with eventually 
about $26,000,000 being spent in all to 
house the War Department. 

Acting Budget Director Bell had the 
following to say of the project in the 
message, the President concurring in his 
comments : 

The administrative activities of the War 
Department are now seattered in 19 different 
buildings in the District of Columbia and 
nearby Virginia and Maryland. The accom- 
plishment of the project represented by this 
estimate would permit the directing elements 
of this organization to be again assembled in 
one place. In time of emergency the War 
Department should be housed in a manner 
conducive to the utmost speed and coordina- 
tion in the transaction of its business. In 
such times, the national effort should not 
be handicapped by a physical situation that 
would impair efficiency at the point of direc- 
tion. The prompt initiation of this project 
is considered commensurable in importance 
with the other measures which were recom- 
mended for the improvement of the Army in 
the President's message of January 28 of the 
current year. 





Favors Army Pay Increase 
(Reprinted from the New York Times) 

A bill to provide increased pay for the en- 
listed man of the army has apparently re- 
ceived short shrift at the hands of the War 
Department, which approves the legislation 
in principle but feels itself obliged to op- 
pose it in actuality. With due regard for the 
ever-increasing necessity of governmental 
economy, it seems clear that the enlisted man 
is long overdue for a “new deal,” and the 
purse-strings should be tightened at some 
other point in the army's budget. The base 
pay of a “buck private” is only $21 a month, 
some $9 less than the enrollee of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. According to recent 
testimony before the House Appropriations 
Committee, the average pay of the enlisted 


man in the navy is $826.81 
that of the enlisted man in the army jg 
$437.29. The navy, with 107,785 men, will 
spend an estimated $89,118,089 for enlisted 
pay in the fiscal year 1939, while the army 
with 162,000 men will spend only $70,842,311.96, 
This startling difference is largely explained 
by the higher pay scale of the navy and the 
greater percentage holding higher gradeg jp 
the navy. The latter point is largely at 
tributable to the peculiar conditions of service 
afloat, which require a greater number of 
petty officers and specialists; but the former 
is clearly remediable, and the army pay scale 
should be increased. 

The present pay—no matter how it com- 
pares with army pay scales in other nations 

is clearly out of step, not alone with the pay 
of other Government employes but also with 
that of relief workers and civilians. Like the 
British, whose neglect of their army enlisted 
men has been until recently the cause of q 
serious recruiting slump, we have been ip- 
clined to accept too smugly the quiet and loyal 
services of the “doughboy.” He serves hig 
country in peace as well as in war, and he 
should receive a just and equitable compen- 
sation, for the “doughboy” is the backbone 
of the army and upon his morale depends ip 
large measure the army's usefulness,

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June Week at Annapolis 


June week at Annapolis will see eleven 
of America’s warships anchored off the 
Academy, including the newly commis- 
sioned cruiser Savannah, commanded by 
Capt. Robert C. Giffen, sr., former 
director of athletics at the Naval Acad- 
emy. The Savannah will arrive May 27. 
Captain Giffen’s son, R. C. Giffen, jr., is a 
member of the graduating class. 

The battleships Wyoming, Texas and 
New York, under command of Rear Adm. 
Alfred W. Johnson, commanding the 
training detachment of the fleet, are 
scheduled to arrive on May 23. They will 
leave on June 3 after taking aboard about 
1,100 midshipmen of the new junior and 
senior classes. The battleships will visit 
Le Havre, France, Copenhagen, Denmark, 
and Portsmouth, England before return- 
ing to Hampton Roads, Va., on August 6, 
for short range battle practice. They will 
return to the academy and disembark the 
midshipmen on August 25. 

The destroyers Decatur, J. Fred Tal- 
bott, Fairfax, Leary, Herbert and Bad- 
ger are scheduled to arrive at Annapolis 
beginning May 25, and on June 6, they 
will leave on the first of three Atlantic 
coast cruises to be made by members of 
the new junior class, who will receive 
aviation training and practical work at 
the academy during the summer. Capt. 
J. W. Bunkley, aboard the Decatur, will 
command the coastal cruises, which will 
visit Washington, Dahlgren, Va., New- 
port, R. I., New London, Conn., New York 
and Norfolk, Va., before returning to An- 
napolis. There will also be seven Navy 
patrol planes stationed at Annapolis.

Selective Reading for Ensigns 
The Navy Department has issued to the 
naval service General Order No. 106 
signed by Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
regarding a required selective reading 
course for officers of the Line of the Navy 
serving under revocable commissions. The 
order becomes effective with the gradua- 
tion of the Naval Academy Class of 1938. 

The General Order follows: 

The highly technical nature of the Naval 
Academy curriculum is necessitated by the 
mission of that institution, which calls for a 
graduate well grounded in the profession of 
modern sea fighting. The curriculum includes 
the study of drama, classical fiction, histery, 
government, and personal economics but 
limits considerably the time that can be de- 
voted to the study of these and other sub- 
jects, a knowledge of which is considered de- 
sirable in a rounded education. 

In order to compensate partially for this 
academic deficiency, and to encourage further 
study and reading, naval officers of the line 
serving under revocable commissions in ac- 
cordance with General Order No. 83 will be 
required to complete a_ selective reading 
course. The successful completion of this 
course is a prerequisite for permanent com 
mission. 

The reading course will consist of six as 
signments; one each quarter for the first 
eighteen months of the probationary period 
after graduation. Prior to the end of the 
quarter the officer will submit to the Super 
intendent of the Naval Academy, via his com 
manding officer, an appreciation of the book 
he has chosen for that period. The paper 
shall be of about a thousand words and con- 
sist of two parts: 

(a) A résumé of the book's contents 

(b) The reader's impression of the meaning 
of the book. 

No attempt is made to list in this order the 
numerous works available on each of the be 
low listed classes of literature, but type ex 
amples mav he expected to appear in the 
ureau of Navigation Bulletin from time to 
time. Although the officer will be permitted 
to select the book he desires under any of the 
following subjects, no more than one book 
under each classification will be accepted: 

(a) Philosophy, Ethies, Logic; (b) Psy 
chology: (¢) Sociology: (d) Economics; (e) 
Foreign Policy, International Relations: (f) 
Science (non-professional): Biology, Zoology, 
Geology, etc.: (zg) Biography; (h) Travel; (i) 
Fine Arts.

Naval Flying Field Named 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that the flying field at the Naval 
Air Station, Norfolk, Va., has been offi- 
cially designated as “Chambers Field” in 
memory of the late Capt. Washington 
Irving Chambers, USN, who was a pio- 
neer in the field of naval aviation. 

In announcing the new designation, the 
Navy Department said: “To Captain 
Chambers’ farsightedness was due, in no 
small measure, the Navy's early interest 
in aviation, for, as early as 1910 he was 
pioneering in the field of naval aviation 
development. As a result of his enthusias 
tic recommendations, an appropriation of 
twenty-five thousand dollars for aviation 
was included in the 1911-1912 Naval Ap- 
propriation Act, and in March, 1911, Cap- 
tain Chambers was detailed to the Bureau 
of Navigation and directed to devote his 
entire time toward the establishment of 
a naval aviation service. The splendid 
accomplishments of Captain Chambers in 
laying the foundation for the present ex- 
cellent aeronautical organization of the 
Navy were due entirely to his prophetic 
vision, his devotion to duty, and his pro- 
gressive efforts. He Was the designer of 
the first catapulting device used by the 
U. S. Navy which was successfully tested 
in a flight Nov. 2, 1912, at the Washington 
Navy Yard.” 

Capt. Chambers was born in Kingston, 
N. Y., on April 4, 1856 and died at Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, on Sept. 23, 1934. He was a 
member of the Greely Relief Expedition 
in 1884. Capt. Chambers was retired from 
the Navy in 1913, but was recalled to 
active duty in January, 1914, and re- 
mained on active duty until November, 
1919. 

Capt. Chamber’s son, Comdr. Irving R. 
Chambers, USN, is in command of the 
USS Winslow, Battle Force 





Naval Officers Shift Posts

At the same time, Rear Adm. Frank H. 
Sadler was ordered detached from 
Cruiser Division 6 on or about July 16, to 
become a member of the General Board of 
the Navy.

Enterprise Commissioned 

The Commandant of the Fifth Naval 
District, Norfolk, Va. Rear Admiral 
Frank H. Brumby, USN, accepted the 
new aircraft carrier, the USS Enterprise 
from her builders, the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, and 
placed her in commission on May 12. 

The Enterprise was placed in 
mission under command of Capt. Newton 
H. White, Jr. and is the second of the 
19,900 ton carriers to be placed in ser 
vice. Authorization and funds for her 
construction and that of her sister ship, 
the USS Yorktown, were provided by the 
National Industrial Recovery Acts of 
June 1933. Contracts for both vessels 
were awarded August 3, 1933. 

The Enterprise was launched October 
3, 1936 and christened by Mrs. Claude A. 
Swanson, wife of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The designed dimensions of the vessel 
are: Length on waterline, 761 feet; Ex- 
treme beam at waterline, 83 feet 2 inches; 
Mean Draft, 21 feet 8 inches.

THE NAVAL EXPANSION ACT, which President Roosevelt signed on Tuesday, 
is not a war measure. It does not mean that the United States is preparing to in 
augurate a campaign of aggression, or to engage in sabre rattling. Rather is its pur- 
pose to preserve American peace, and, as a corollary, to promote world peace. Un- 
questionably, the President regrets the necessity which compels the Nation to arm in 
such formidable fashion. He is devoted to the ideal of international relations based 
upon understanding and sympathy, rather than upon force. But as a practical idealist, 
he realizes the depth and swiftness of the currents which are sweeping humanity to- 
wards another world clash. A student of international affairs, he appreciated before 
he came to Washington whither the world was moving, and it was his conviction 
that caused him to begin the program of preparedness, which has its culmination in 
the naval authorization bill and the large appropriations for both the Army and the 
Navy. When the program shall have been completed, Mr. Roosevelt properly can 
advise the country that it is, to quote George Washington, in a respectable posture of 
defense. Gratifying as this prospect is so far as American protection is concerned, 
there is the further important effect that foreign nations, no matter how designing 
or aggressive, will hesitate before incurring our dissatisfaction. They will know that 
the words of the President are backed by power; that we are no Ethiopia or Austria 
or China with which quarrels can be picked as a manoeuvre for conquest, and that 
when we speak in the name of humanity and peace, we do so with great actual as 
well as potential force behind our representations. That we must so speak is becom 
ing increasingly apparent as the Dictator Nations continue their course of aggression, 
which includes rabble rousing against the United States not only among their own 
people but especially those of South America. We know that a weak government at 
Washington would be treated by those nations with contumely ; the government strong 
as the President has built and is planning will induce them to be less desirous of 
embarking upon adventures menacing to our peace through world disturbance. 


WITH THE CLOSING OF CONGRESS NOT MORE THAN TWO OR THREE 
weeks away, fast team-work between the Administration and Capitol Hill will be 
necessary if legislation is to be enacted increasing the disability compensation of 
enlisted men of the Regular Services. Everyone agrees as to the need for remedial 
action and a bill to give the peace-time enlisted men disabled in line of duty partial 
parity with the War-time disabled has been before President Roosevelt for weveral 
weeks. But while this bill—the result of more than two years of study and collabora- 
tion between the War Department and the Veterans Administration—recognizes 
that the Regular enlisted man, whose career is halted by disability, is woefully 
under-compensated, and Veterans Administrator Hines and the President himself 
are said to have approved the measure informally, the matter might just as well have 
not been brought up, if General Hines and the President do not take immediate action. 
Chairman Gasque, of the House Pensions Committee, stated several weeks ago he 
would rush the bill through his committee just as soon as he receives it. He also stated 
that General Hines had promised to have a draft ready within a “day or two.” With 
Administration backing, the measure would have smooth sailing in Congress, but as 
the legislative mill grinds slowly, each day’s delay on the part of the Administration 
lessens its chances. Let’s have action, Mr. President and General Hines.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—It is becoming increasingly apparent that the success of the Good 
Neighbor policy of the Roosevelt Administration will be largely affected by what 
may transpire in Mexico. A revolution in that country of which there are rumblings, 
undoubtedly would be attributed by the Totalitarian Nations and by anti-Americans 
to the disfavor with which the United States views the Cardenas confiscation of 
American and British oil properties. While we have recognized the right of such 
confiscation under the eminent domain principle, the fact is that we have made 
strong representations to Mexico City based upon the right of just and immediate 
compensation, and compensation is not forthcoming. Embarrassing to the State 
Department is the demand of Great Britain that the properties of her subjects be 
restored, a demand which is not only based upon private but upon national interest 
since oil is essential for the operations of the British Fleet. The Mexican authorities 
know Great Britain will not use force to obtain compliance with the demands made ; 
that would arouse feeling in the United States, and in view of the situation in Europe 
and the Far East the London Government naturally is anxious to preserve the most 
cordial relations possible with us. So the British Ambassador has been in close 
consultation with the Secretary of State, and has made it clear that his Government 
is anxious for our help in easing a delicate situation. Look at the matter as one may, 
it was a serious blow for British prestige throughout the world for a weak state like 
Mexico to break off diplomatic relations as summarily as did the Cardenas Govern- 
ment. Besides the reduction in employment caused-by the shut down of oil wells, 
agrarian unrest exists as a result of the condition of the Peons who had visualized 
economic prosperity flowing from the enforcement of the land distribution policy. 
Doubtless, too, the interests which have had their properties confiscated, are fomenting 
trouble. The State Department is laboring energetically to induce the Cardenas 
Government to adjust the differences with London and at the same time is endeavor- 
ing to obtain redress for the American corporations which have suffered by the 
Cardenas decree. Mussolini, by his speech at Genoa last Saturday, disclosed the far 
reaching nature of the agreement he and Hitler reached on the occasion of the latter’s 
visit to Rome. From what he said it would seem that Italy will not oppose German 
expansion, and that the two dictators are in agreement to support Franco in Spain 
until his triumph shall be definitely achieved. Further, Mussolini made it clear that 
he and Hitler are ready to meet the challenge of the democratic states, which has been 
suggested by Secretary Woodring. It will be recalled that the peace-at-any price policy 
of Prime Minister Chamberlain was based upon the theory that Mussolini, disturbed 
by the increase in power gained by Hitler, would welcome overtures from the demo- 
cratic states, provided he were permitted to score what the world might regard as a 
diplomatic success. The Anglo-Italian agreement was the result. Therein Mussolini 
stipulated that he was not to withdraw support from Franco until the end of the 
Spanish civil war. But that the Italian dictator does not regard the agreement as 
interfering with his understanding with Hitler was shown by what he said at Genoa. 
Indeed, the bond between the two men seems tighter than it was before the 
agreement with Italy was signed. In the same address Mussolini indicated he was 
willing to make an agreement with France provided the latter was prepared to 
concede the supremacy of Franco. This the French Government is unwilling to do, 
especially in view of the threat of the Soviets to abrogate the treaty of alliance in 
existence between the two nations. It is apparent from Mussolini’s remarks and other 
developments in accord with them that Il Duce, while looking with favor upon Hitler's 
designs upon Czecho Slovakia, intends with the concurrence of the latter to move at 
the expense of France and Spain in northern Africa. In assenting to the extinction 
of Ethiopia, the League of Nations has confessed its impotency, indeed merely its 
status as an agency of British-French diplomacy. The Far Eastern situation has not 
changed in its fundamentals during the week, the developments being largely confined 
to the operations of the Japanese Armies in connection with China’s vital east-west 
Lunghai railway. But the longer the war continues, and the greater the Chinese 
resistance, the weaker Japan will become financially, and the more disposed foreign 
nations, including Great Britain, will be to require respect for their interests and 
Japanese observance of the principles of the open door in and integrity of China. 














Far Eastern Situation—During the past week the Japanese Southern Expeditionary 
Force, operating from the Shanghai-Nanking area, made an extensive advance north 
toward the Lunghai Railroad. The left (west) column, advancing generally along 
the Tsinpu Railroad, reached the towns of Suhsien and Yungcheng. From the latter 
place, raiding parties hade a rapid thrust north and reached the Lunghai near 
Kweiteh. The right (east) column advanced beyond Fowning, near Lake Tasing, 
from which place raiding parties were sent to the Lunghai near its eastern terminus 
at Haichow. 

Coincident with these operations, the Northern Expeditionary Force, in Shan- 
tung Province, with the weight of its attack on its right (west) flank, reached the 
towns of Kinsiang and Yutai, and ther dispatched raiding parties to the south, 
reaching the Lunghai at several points near Kweiteh. The left (east) columns have 
apparently already secured the Lunghai railroad from Sinanchen to the east. 

Conflicting reports are at hand regarding the situation of the Chinese Army 
caught between these two forces. Whether the rapid advance of the Japanese was 
due to a planned Chinese evacuation of their defenses along the Lunghai, or whether 
the Chinese forces are in danger of being entirely cut off, is at the present moment 
a matter of conjecture. 


Federal Radio Station—The House Naval Committee bas pigeonholed the bill to 
establish a Federal radio station from which propaganda was to be sent to overcome 
that which emanates from Europe, and particularly from the Totalitarian 
Governments. The ostensible reason for the Committee’s action was that an inter 
departmental committee is investigating the matter and its report will not be 
ready befere Fall. The real reason is that Congress is unwilling to place in the 
hands of the Executive a power station which might be used for political purposes 
at home. Moreover, such a station would sound the deathknell of eight private or- 
ganizations, controlling twenty-five frequencies, which provide an international broad- 
cast service. One of these, the World Wide Broadcasting Corporation, supplies an 
educational program, and five use NBC programs and two CBS programs. Admittedly, 
insufficient attention is paid to the tastes of foreign audiences, and no American 





station is clearly and continuously heard south of the equator. On the other hand, 
German and Italian stations are powerful, particularly the former, which hav: 
twelve that seek to influence the thought of and appeal to the Latin-Americans. In spite 
of the word barrage of the Germans and Italians, there has been no disturbance in 
our friendly relations with Brazil. As a matter of fact the attempt to overthrow the 
Vargas government at Rio de Janeiro has been attributed to the Germans, and js 
sharply resented. So far as our trade is concerned, the propaganda against us js 
answered by the figures, an increase of exports from Latin America in 1937 of 46: 
and an increase in imports of 34% over 1936. Figures during the recession indicate 
that Germany is losing trade in the same proportion as we. According to our com 
mercial attaches, the anti-American propaganda is in many cases so vicious that it 
does little, if any harm, and in many cases reacts against the senders. Aside from 
these effects noted abroad, freedom of opinion is a cardinal principle of American 
democracy, and if a federal station be established the Government will place itself 
in the position of seeking to influence that opinion. Again, whatever the government 
speakers may say their words will be regarded as expressing the views of the 
American people, and embarrassments are certain to follow; and, anyhow, we will be 
charged with interference in the internal affairs of our neighbors. Under the Com 
munications Act, the Government, in an emergency, can take over instantly all the 
facilities of private corporations, facilities which constantly are being improved as 2 
result of the incessant and expensive research underway particularly by the Radio 
Corporation of America. In view of the facts, partially recited above, it would seem 
to be the point of wisdom for the Government to drop the idea of a station of its own, 
and on the other hand to encourage private initiative, and, if it consider propaganda 
necessary, pay commercial stations to broadcast whenever answers to foreign air 
charges are deemed necessary. 


Patrol Plane Bases—The Navy's proposed line of patrol plane observation bases 
in the Pacific will include a base in the tiny Palmyra island group near Canton and 
Enderbury Islands, it was learned this week. An item of $25,000 in the 28 million 
dollar shore construction program approved by the House Naval Affairs Committee 
last week will be used for the acquisition of “an auxiliary landing base” for seaplanes 
operating in the 14th Naval District. Palmyra is a group of 30 or 40 islets enclosing 
a U-shaped lagoon and aggregating less than a square mile of land surface but 
creating an unsurpassed natural landing base for seaplanes. The islands are at 
present owned by American interests, and Naval officials said that a small portion 
of the land area would be used for buildings and radio equipment. This latest informa 
tion makes more complete the Navy's contemplated observation chain, extending from 
Dutch Harbor, Unalaska to Pago Pago, American Samoa. 


Relief for Government Horses and Mules—Government horses and mules which 
have become unfit for service could be destroyed or put to pasture instead of being 
sold, under a bill passed by the House, May 16. 

In passing the Harlan bill—designed to prevent aged animals being over-worked 
or otherwise mistreated after a life-time of service in the Army and other Government 
agencies—the House amended the measure to make it discretionary rather than 
mandatory on administrative officials. Passage of the legislation—which now goes 
to the Senate—has been long sought by humane societies. 

Secretary of War Woodring, in reporting on the bill, declared that the War De 
partment was changing its regulations to provide that hereafter horses and mules 
should not be sold and that therefore the bill was unnecessary. Representative Har 
lan, author of the measure, told the House that this action would not entirely correct 
the situation as it would not cover animals owned by other Government agencies or 
those transferred from the War Department to other departments. 


Remove Retired Restrictions—Legislation extending to retired officers of the 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard certain exemptions as to holding office under the 
United States, now applying to retired Army and Navy officers, was approved by the 
House Naval Committee this week. 

A Senate bill was reported to the House amending Section 2 of the Act of July 
31, 1894 by adding the words “Marine Corps or Coast Guard” to make the law read 
as follows: “No person who holds an office the salary or annual compensation attached 
to which amounts to the sum of $2,500 shall be appointed to or hold any other office 
to which compensation is attached unless specially heretofore or hereafter specially 
authorized thereto by law; but this shall not apply to retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard whenever they may be elected to public office 
or whenever the President shall appoint them to office by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate.” 


Would Promote Officers—The House Naval Committee reported this week a Senate 
bill, authorizing the promotion of Navy and Marine Corps officers who had made 
their number when the laws extending the selection system to the lower grades were 
passed but were denied advancement as they had not been commissioned in the upper 
ranks. The Navy Department has submitted a favorable report on the measure. 
Officers made eligible for advancement under the bill would have to pass promotion 
examinations. If found physically not qualified they would be retired with the rank 
and pay of the higher grade. Officers promoted on the active list would become extra 
numbers in grade and regain their former precedence. For purposes of pay and ser 
vice in grade they would be considered to have been promoted on the date they be- 
came eligible by seniority but will not be entitled to any back pay or allowances. 


Naval Academy Museum-—-Plans for the construction of the new museum at the 
Naval Academy are almost complete, and Capt. H. A. Baldridge. USN-Ret.. who was 
appointed first full-time curator of the Academy museum last December, is seeking 
as gifts for the musenm objects related to American Naval history. 

Funds for the construction of the building, which will be inside the main 
entrance to the Academy grounds between the officers club and Sampson Hall, are 
on hand and construction is expected to start early this summer. It will be 105 feet 
wide and 75 feet deep. The two-and-a-half story building will be of white pressed 
brick and granite facings and will be on a line with Maury and Mahan Halls. It 
has been designed in conformity with the other Academy buildings by F. W. South- 
worth, architect of the Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy, who also designed 
Melville Hall and has had general supervision over Naval Academy architecture for 
more than 20 years. $200,000 is now available for construction, $150,000 given by the 
Navy Athletic Association and $50,000 donated by the United States Naval Institute.

Financial Digest 


From the President and from Chairman 
Eccles of the Federal Reserve Board have 
come explanations of the causes of the 
present depression. The former told the 
Press that two of the prime _ fac- 
tors responsible for it were swollen 
and unabsorbed inventories and un- 
warranted high prices. Mr. Eccles, 
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describing the spending-lending program 
as “too modest, if anything.” denied that 
either the unbalanced federal budget, the 
undistributed surplus profits tax, capital 
market restrictions, or the Wagner Labor 
Act, had anything whatsoever to do with 
the flight of prosperity. As to swollen 
inventories, it is pointed out that they 
were an effect and not a cause, the effect 
of disturbed labor conditions, including 
sit down strikes, which influenced indus- 
trialists to speed up production before 
labor troubles overtook them. So far as 
high prices are concerned, the results of 
the inflationary policies pursued, in 
money, credit and fiscal policies, caused 
even Mr. Eccles, who is a natural infla- 
tionist to seek temporary inflationary off- 
sets a year ago. Mr. Eccles argues that 
the 1929 depression came when the federal 
budget was balanced and the surplus 
profits tax, capital market restrictions, 
and Wagner Labor Act were not in force, 
and that therefore, they could not have 
contributed to the Recession. Further, it 
is pointed out that the new tax bill, await- 
ing the President's signature, sharply 
modifies the surplus profits tax and the 
capital gains tax, and its passage by the 
two Houses has not caused an upturn. 
But because a machine broke down today, 
it is asked would Mr. Eccles claim this 
could not be so because it was running all 
right last year, as the business machine 
then was doing? This point of view of 
business was emphasized by Philip H. 
Gardner, Chairman of the Committee of 
Utility Executives, in opposing before the 
Senate a provision in the Relief bill 
passed by the House, under which munici- 
palities will be able to take over govern- 
ment built power plants and duplicate 
private power facilities. Mr. Gadsden in- 
sisted the utility industry is ready to give 
full cooperation in expanding plants and 
creating jobs if the Government will re- 
store confidence to utility investors. Fur- 
ther disturbing to that confidence was the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Mackay Radio labor case that “if men 
strike in connection with a current labor 
dispute their action is not to be construed 
as a renunciation of the employment rela- 
tion and they remain employes for the 
remedial purposes specified in the act.” 
In other words, the Court has established 
as valid the principle of continuity of 
employment while workers are on strike. 
This will necessarily affect many cases 
pending before the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. A movement was underway 
in Congress to make labor responsible to 
the same extent as industry, but this has 
been abandoned, largely because the con- 
gressional elections are impending. The 
wage-hour bill will come before the House 
next week. Members of that Chamber are 
carefully considering the voting trend as 
a result of the defeat of Thomas Ken- 
nedy, the CIO candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for the Governorship of 
Pennsylvania, who was endorsed by Sena- 
tor Guffey and Postmaster General Far- 
ley, and of Gifford Pinchot, a CIO backed 
eandidate for the republican nomination 
for the Governorship. The CIO candidate 
for the democratic nomination for the 
Senatorship was likewise beaten. The 
candidates supported by the AFL were 
nominated. The effect of the Pennsyl- 
vania primary will be to offset to a con- 
siderable extent the overwhelming Roose- 
velt victory in the Florida primary, and 
Congressmen are not now displaying the 








anxiety to pass the wage-hour bill which 
was evident when they rushed to dis 
charge the Rules Committee from its 
further consideration, and to bring th« 
measure directly to a vote. Efforts ars 
being made in Congress to deny t 
the railroads, loans from the RFC 
as a result of the decision of the 
executives to cut wages 15%. The 
Department of justice will bring befor« 
an Indiana Grand Jury a criminal anti 
trust action against leading motor com 
panies and their financial affiliates. Simi 
lar proceedings before a Wisconsin Grand 
Jury were dismissed recently by a Fed 
eral Judge because of information he re 
ceived that the Department of Justice 
simultaneously was engaged in nego- 
tiations for a consent decree. One move 
made during the week by the President 
to aid business was to direct the Central 
Statistics Bureau to investigate com 
plaints that too many statistical reports 
are being called for by various govern 
ment agencies. The President has been 
pressing leaders in Congress to revive the 
executive reorganization bill. A decision 
has not been reached, but if the wage 
hour bill should pass the House un 
doubtedly another vote on the reorganiza- 
tion bill will be insisted upon. 





Merchant Marine 

Rear Adm. William G. DuBose. Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
of the Navy, this week stated that the 
Navy will purchase one of the twelve oil 
tankers being constructed for the Mari 
time Commission, rather than let bids for 
the tanker as contemplated in the Naval 
auxiliary program. 

Admiral DuBose, in explaining this 
point said that the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair had estimated that it 
would cost about two million dollars to 
convert one of the Maritime Commission’s 
vessels for use as a fleet tanker. The 
money will be expended to mount pumps 
on the vessels, provide additional crew 
space, to make necessary Naval additions, 
and to mount the ordinary armament as- 
signed to an auxiliary. The necessity for 
pumps arises, the Admiral stated, from 
the fact that the vessel is designed to 
carry only one type of fuel and that no 
pumps are mounted, shore facilities being 
used in commercial loading and unloading 
of oil cargo. 

Admiral DuBose said that the total cost 
of the tanker to the Navy, would be about 
five and a half million dollars, as com- 
pared to the original estimate of over 
eight and a half millions. 
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
